Present firemen may 
remain on the “force” until 60 years 
of age with the exception of the 
fire chief who holds his position at 
the discretion of the mayor who 
appoints him.

Jesus prayed, “That they may all be one . . • 
that the world may believe that thou didst send 
me.” (John 17:21) 
At long last the words of Jesus are being taken 
seriously. The spirit of “getting together” is taking 
possession of religious leaders everywhere. Let us take a moment and 
briefly look at the record of the past few years and days: 
HANADA: 
Major Christian Evangeliacl denominations unite. 
ENGLAND: 
Methodism unites. 
Four branches come together. 
F irst step was taken in 1857 when the Wesleyan Association and the 
Wesleyan Reformers combined to create the United Methodist Free 
Church. 
Succeeding years brought together other branches with a 
culmination of complete union in the summer of 1932 at the Royal 
Albert Hall. Lindon, in the presence of the Duke and Duchess of 
York (now King George VI and Queen Elizabeth). 
AMERICA: 
Congregational and Christian Churches unite. A few 
days ago final action was taken in Birmingham, by the southern 
branch of the Methodist Episcopal Church that assures the immediate 
union of the three main bodies of that denomination in America and 
around the world. 
April 25, 1938, Bishop Bernard J. Shell, head auxiliary Bishop of 
the Chicago diocese of the Catholic Church addressed Protestant clergy­ 
men at the Central Y. M. C. A. auditorium in Chicago. A most friend­ 
ly spirit prevailed between both speaker and audience. 
May 5, 1938, Chicago rabbis played host to Christian clergymen. 
It was a fellowship of two faiths that may lead, in time, to a re­ 
conciliation of Jew and Christian. 
May 13, 1938, in Utrecht, The Netherlands, leaders of 130 Pro­ 
testant bodies created a foundation for organization of a world council 
of churches. 
This fellowship will represent the greatest union of 
Christian churches since the reformation. 
It will be backed by three 
hundred and fifty millions of Protestant church members throughout 
the world. 
Surely the day for petty and narrow minded differences is past. 
Leaders are uniting upon the broad principles of Christlike and Godly 
living. 
The hope of democracy and the freedom of worship depends 
upon this union. 
Let us speed the day of its fulfillment by our co­ 
operative action in our respective communities.

Emergency crop and feed loans 
are available to farmers unable to 
obtain credit from any other source 
who are in need of immediate as­ 
sistance in the financing of their 
1938 crops or in the feeding of their 
livestock. 
Acton A . Shelton, local Field Su­ 
pervisor, states that applications 
are now bein gtaken at Arlington 
Heights, 111. by the Farm Bureau 
which is assisting farmers in the 
filling out of the applications. 
The amount which may be loaned 
to any one farmer in 1938 may not 
exceed $490. 
As in the past, the security taken 
for these loans is a first lien on the 
entire crop to be financed, or a first 
lien on the livestock, if the money 
borrowed is to be used to purchase 
or produce feed for livestock. All 
persons having an interest in or 
lien against the security of the loan 
are required to waive their claims 
in favor of the lien of the Governor 
Farm Credit Administration until 
the loan is paid.
